Jasper Thomaston, a far- 
mer who lives approximately 
one mile from the scene of 
the crash, reported, “I was sit- 
ting in the house and heard 
something. I though’ some- 
thing had fallen on the house. 
An instant later, I heard so- 
mething again and ran outside 
and saw two parachutes com- 
ing down. About that time I 
heard a loud explosion, I guess 
that was when it hit the 
ground.” ;

Food Stamp Program 
Bill Introduced 


Monday (June 23rd) I, and 
30 of my colleagues, intro- 
duced a comprehensive food 
stamp bill in the House de- 
Signed to save at least $2 
billion a year, and increase 
benefits to the truly needy, 
including the elderly, by 29 
percent. 

There are 41 separate pro- 
visions for reforming the $6.6 
billion food stamp program. 
Some of the highlights include 
provisions designed to elimin- 
ate persons with high incomes 
from the program, establish- 
ment of a minimum age for 
participation in fhe program, 
t work requirement for able- 
bodied recipients with no ch- 
ildren under six, a prohibition 
on eligibility for those whoare 
voluntarily unemployed -- in- 
cluding college students and 
strikers. The whole food st- 
amp program would be trans- 
ferred from the Degartment 
of Agriculture to the Depart- 
ment of Health. Education and 


Welfare, where it belongs. 
This would reduce the admin- 
istrative cost of the program 
and would allow the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to devote 
its attention to agriculture, as 
it was intended to do, not to 
feeding welfare recipients. 
There are also a number of 
provisions that would cut down 
on fraud, theft, counterfieting, 


“and black market activities. 


It is obvious that any fed-

THE EFFECTS OF AN- 
NUAL SESSIONS 

There has been a great deal 
of discussion in recent days 
concerning the effects of 
changing from biannual to 
annual sessions of the State 
Legislature. The few people 
who voted in the con- 
Stitutional referendum on 
June 10th clearly voted for 
annual sessions. Whal can we 
-#xpect now? 

Annual sessions should be 
able to improve the 
legislature’s role in fiscal 
planning. The need for 
special sessions should also 
be minimized. The 
Legislature had three special 
- sessions this year prior to the 
regular session. Under the 
new amendment a 105 calen- 
dar day limit is placed on 
regular or annual sessions, 
and a 30 calendar day limit 
on special sessions. Thus the 
total time in sessions cach 
year should be reduced. 

Annual meeting provide 
the legislature with the op- 
portunity for more input in 
to the overall operation of 
state government. The 
backing of legislation 
which develops in a two year 
period should be eliminated. 
Thus, bills may be considered 
more carefully, and more

not free. The taxpayer always 
has to pay higher taxes for in- 
creased welfare benefits. 

I have long been appalled 
at the abuses of the food st-' 
amp program and its exponen- 
tial growth, and have intro- 
duced legislation in the past to 
combat these abuses. The 
thing that prompted me to in- 
troduce this comprehensive 
bill was a full-page adver- 
tisement in one of the Sunday 
magazines urging people to 
take advantage of their “right” 
to get food stamps even if 
they make as much as $16,000 
a year. This rip-off of the 
public treasury must be sto- 
pped.

The Elba Clipper shares 
your beliefs about doing pri- 
vate work by city, county or 
state employees and stands 
ready to publicize and to cri- 
ticize any such actions. 

Our reader mentioned a 
specific case and time which 
makes it easier to check. 

First, we personally wit- 
nessed state road crews cut- 
ting the weeds on the road- 
side and in the drainage ditch.

Sa- 
wyer and Prescott both said 
that people calling for special 
unauthorized work are told in 
a nice way that the City can 
not do private work competing 
with private enterprise and 
most people understand and 
appreciate the business ap- 
proach to this matter. 

This newspaper is satis- 
fied that the facts as presen- 
ted are true. Viewing the 
presented facts we conclude 
that in the above mentioned 
case there was no intentional 
wrongdoing. However, let us 
publically tell you of an agr- 
-eement this newspaper had with 
Mayor Sawyer months ago: If 
we find any wrongdoings, we 
will be on him like “the white 
on rice.” Sawyer agreed to 
this saying, “If you find any 
wrongdoing, I expect you to ex- 
pose it and see that it is st-

CIA-FBI Must Not Be Destroyed 
By Seeking Witch Hunts 


The Rockefeller Commission 
has made its report on CIA 
activities within the United Sta- 
tes. Yet to come are inves- 
tigations by special Senate and 
House Committees, and by the 
Senate and House Armed Ser- 
vices Standing Committees 
which have oversight responsi- 
bilities over the CIA. 

The findings of the Rock- 
efeller Commission that have 
been made public demonstrate 
that CIA domestic activities did 
not approach the disastrous 
proportions which some 
of the liberal press declares, 
that they had. Most fair-min- 
ded Americans are pleased with 
the manner in which the Pre- 
sidential Commission conduc- 
ted and concluded its work +- 
avoiding widespread publicity 
but, at’ the same time, making 
a thourough study. But I must 
question the wisdom ofthe Pre- 
sident’s decision to turn over 
to Congressional Committees 
confidential records relating to 
assassination plots. I do know 
what information was uncov- 
ered by the Commission, but 
what good can be accomplished 
by releasing the information? 
In effect the President is mak- 
ing the record public because, 
the President might just as well 
haye released the CIA records 
himself over national radio and 


television. 

I do not approve of assas- 
sinations as a part of national 
policy, but I fear that we are 
going too far in publicity flo- 
gging the CIA, the FBI and 
other intelligence gathering ag- 
encies. Can you imagine in- 
formation on the activities of 
the Russian KGB being made 
public by the Kremlin? 


I do not mean tp play down * 


the importance of President- 
ial and Congressional authority 
to maintain proper control over 
the CIA to assure that its act- 
ivities do ‘no interfer with, th- 
reaten or even slightly hinder 
Presidential | Commissions 
must take great care to guard 
against headline-grabbing pub- 
licity stunts connected with 
their investigations. 

In these troubled times of 
international tension and stress 
it is absolutely mandatory that 
our Nation have a CIA and an 
FBI, strong and respected, se-. 
cond to none in the world. 
Those in charge of these Ag- 
encies must not exceed the sc- 
ope o1 operations provided by 
their wharters. But, at the 
same time, Congress and a 
sensation seeking national me- 
dia must not destroy these Ag- 
encies with a series of highly- 
publicized witch hunts.

In Alabama 


Alabama's unemployment 
rate has declined slightly for 
the second consecutive month. 
The May unemployment rate, 
released today by the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions, is 8.9 percent of the 
civilian labor force. In April 
the jobless rate was 9.3 per- 
cent. 

Tom J. Ventress, industrial 
relations director, said the lo- 
wer unemployment rate in 
combination with other factors 
“strongly indicates” that Ala- 
bama’s economy is improving. 
Initial claims for unemploy- 
ment benefits were down 30 
percent from April’s total, dr- 
opping to the lowest level in 
seven months. Jobplacements‘ 
by the State Employment Ser- 
vice were up 12 percent in 
May when compared with April 
placements. ; : 

Non-agricultural wage and 
salary employment measured 
1,134,600 in May, an increase 
of 7,600 over April. The fac- 
tory division posted its sec- 
ond consecutive monthly inc- 
rease, while the nonmanufac- 
turing division gained for the 
fourth consecutive month. With 
the exception of government, 
all nonmanufacturing groups 
reported gains in employment. 
Small losses were reported by 
federal, state, and local gov- 
ernments.

Are you canning food safe 
for your family? Are you 
sure? How long has it been 
since you had the pressure 
canner checked for accuracy? 
This is the amount of pressure 
but is it really at 10 pounds? 
This is the amount of pressure 
needed to destroy the deadly 
bacteria found in some soils. 
These bacteria are called Clo- 
stridium botulinum. Boiling 
water in the canner does not 
destroy these bacteria. 

If not destroyed, then they 


‘produce a deadly toxin when in 


an air-tight container (glass 
jar). There is no noticable 
odor, color or taste changed 
in the food due_to this deadly 
toxin. The symptoms you can 
develop in about 18-36 hours 
after eating contaminated food 
are drowsiness or fatigue, fo- 
llowed by visual disturbance -- 
double vision, blurred vision 
and/or drouysug of upper eye- 
lids; difficulty in swallowing; 
aching joints; difficulty in br- 
eathing; and muscle weakness 
or paralysis. These symp- 
toms are caused by the tox- 
in’s fect onthe nervous 
system.
